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INTRODUCTORY.

His  Excellency  Daniel  G.  Fowle, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina  : 

Dear  Sir — In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  113,  Laws 
of  1887,  I  present  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  "  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,"  being  the  Report  for  the  year  1890. 

As  stated  for  your  Excellency's  information,  and  for  the  information 
of  the  members  of  t!ie  General  Assembly,  in  the  Report  for  1889,  the 
Reports  of  the  Bureau  have  had  a  wide  circulation  throughout  the  vari- 
ous States  of  our  Union  and  in  the  governments  of  Europe.  Calls  for 
them  now  are  more  frequent  than  formerly,  and  inquiries  in  reference  to 
them  and  the  facts  brought  out  and  subjects  treated  constantly  come  to 
this  office  from  all  classes  of  our  own  people  and  those  of  European 
governments.  The  Reports  have  been  well  received  and  the  work  of 
the  Bureau  has  been  favorably  commented  on  by  the  students  of  and 
writers  on  economic  questions  in  which  the  facts  in  reference  to  the 
condition  of  labor  and  laborers  bear  a  very  considerable  part.  The 
file  of  applications  for  the  regular  distribution  of  the  Reports  from  year 
to  year  has  largely  increased  since  the  last  Report  was  sent  out.  I 
mention  these  facts  to  show  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  General 
Assembly  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  this  and  similar  depart- 
ments, both  in  the  National  and  State  Governments,  and  as  an  index 
to  the  usefulness  of  the  Department.  It  has  already  done  a  good  and 
much-needed  work  for  the  classes  for  whom  it  was  specially  established, 
and  one  which  is  to  have  its  influence  in  working  out  the  good  which 
is  in  the  future  for  our  people.  In  the  years  to  come  it  will  do  a  better 
work,  because,  if  properly  sustained,  it  will  be  a  more  extensive  work, 
covering  a  larger  range  of  subjects,  and  these  in  more  varied  phases, 
as  our  population  and  industries  shall  increase  and  our  varied  resources 
shall  be  brought  to  light  and  developed.     It  will  be  so  sustained  and 
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enlarged  in  its  scope  of  work  for  our  people  if  the  intention  of  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution,  which  commands  the  establishment  of  the 
Bureau,  shall  be  carried  out.  I  find,  by  reference  to  our  State  Con- 
stitution, that  section  17  of  article  3  of  said  Constitution  is  as  follows: 

The  General  Assembly  shall  establish  a  Department  of  Agriculture,  Immigration  and  Sta- 
tistics, under  such  regulations  as  may  best  promote  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State,  and 
shall  enact  laws  for  the  adequate  protection  and  encouragement  of  sheep  husbandry. 

This  section  of  the  Constitution  was  ordained  by  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1875,  and  was  ratified  by  a  vote  of  the  people  at  a  subse- 
quent election  held  for  the  purpose.  So  that  it  occurs  to  me,  as  it  will, 
doubtless,  to  your  Excellency,  that  the  same  obligation  rests  upon  the 
General  Assembly  to  provide  for  a  Bureau  of  Statistics  (you  will  notice 
the  Constitution  does  not  limit  it  to  Labor  Statistics  as  does  chapter  * 
113,  Laws  of  1887),  m  connection  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
as  to  provide  for  and  maintain  the  Department  of  Agriculture  itself. 
The  Constitution,  as  cited,  commands  both,  and  one  as  much  as  the 
other,  to  be  provided  for. 

As  limited  to  Labor  Statistics  by  the  statute  creating  the  Bureau,  it 
is  an  important  and  useful  department  to  our  people  and  State.  Useful 
to  laborers,  because  through  it  the  humblest  man  or  woman  can  be 
heard  in  reference  to  his  or  her  condition  in  their  own  way,  and 
through  their  own  language,  speaking  to  the  public  ear  of  their  wrongs, 
if  wrongs  have  come  upon  them,  or  of  their  advantages  and  prosperity, 
if  these  have  come.  In  this  connection  I  cannot  do  better  in  an  argu- 
ment for  sustaining  the  Bureau  than  to  quote  the  words  of  Hon. 
W.  N.  Jones,  in  submitting  the  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  the  year  1888, 
in  his  views  of  the  utility  of  the  Bureau  and  the  estimation  in  which 
the  laboring  and  producing  classes,  who  have  thought  of  it,  hold  the 
work  of  the  Bureau : 

The  people  have  recognized  the  Bureau  in  its  true  light,  as  a  vehicle  for  the  expression  of 
views  upon  economic  questions  and  affairs  of  State,  and  along  with  the  information  furnished 
of  a  private  nature,  the  correspondents  have  given  their  opinions  upon  public  affairs  as  well 
as  those  that  immediately  concern  them.  The  expressions  for  the  most  part  have  been  con- 
servative and  prudent.  There  are  but  few  bitter  criticisms  even  in  stating  complaints,  and 
what  is  said  will  commend  itself  by  reason  of  this  fact.  Abuses  will  sooner  be  corrected  by 
a  plain,  temperate  expression  than  in  any  other  way.  The  considerable  space  given  to  the 
statement  of  opinions  from  correspondents  will  do  good.  They  will  command  that  attention 
from  all  which  the  voice  of  the  laboring  and  producing  classes  should  receive. 
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The  Bureau  is  designed  to  be  an  educational  force.  Its  purpose  is  to  investigate  matters 
pertaining  to  the  producers  of  the  State,  and  to  present  them  for  public  consideration.  In 
this  way  it  is  hoped  that  a  just  public  sentiment  will  be  produced  and  fostered,  and  thus 
encouragement  will  be  given,  and  the  avenues  to  the  highest  development  will  be  kept  open. 
To  the  producing  classes  belong  the  hope  of  any  people,  and  when  their  ideas  are  sought  and 
they  are  encouraged  and  developed  the  best  results  follow  to  all.  No  better  way  has  been 
found  to  do  this  than  for  a  State  to  look  particularly  after  these  classes — to  see  what  their 
condition  is  and  what  it  ought  to  be  and  then  present  it  for  public  consideration.  Those 
States  which  have  done  so  have  been  the  most  progressive  and  prosperous — not  for  one  class 
but  for  all  classes.  In  this  age  of  machine  and  corporate  power,  States  must  be  on  the  alert, 
as  well  as  individuals,  for  the  best  conditions,  and  those  that  are  watchful  get  the  prizes, 
while  those  that  make  no  extra  efforts  find  themselves  far  in  the  rear,  eating  the  dust  and  dirt 
of  those  in  front. 

It  is  true  that  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  State  to  have  any  class  of  its  citizens  as  pampered 
favorites,  but  it  is  its  duty  to  see  that  those  ideas  prevail  which  shall  bring  the  best  results  to 
the  body  politic.  That  is  done  wherever  enlightened  views  obtain  about  economic  questions 
which  concern  the  condition  of  those  who  toil.  It  is  well  known  that  servile  labor  is  not  the 
best  labor,  and  that  kind  which  approaches  it  has  never  brought  the  best  results  to  the  State. 
Those  nations  of  antiquity  were  not  the  most  prosperous  or  the  most  powerful  when  the  lines 
between  those  represented  by  the  patrician  and  plebeian  were  the  most  strongly  drawn,  and 
little  attention  given  to  the  great  body  of  the  people.  The  same  lesson  may  be  learned  from 
mediaeval  and  modern  history,  and  if  we  take  up  the  history  of  the  English  speaking  people 
we  shall  see  that  every  step  they  have  taken  away  from  vassalage,  every  movement  among 
them  which  has  given  stimulation  and  encouragement  to  those  who  toil,  has  brought  the  best 
results  to"  all.  The  history  of  the  past  may  reasonably  be  relied  on  as  an  index  for  the  future. 
The  purpose,  therefore,  that  called  into  being  labor  bureaus  is  a  high  one — that  purpose 
being  to  look  into  the  condition  of  the  producers — particularly  of  those  who  are  employees — 
to  get  their  ideas  and  present  them  along  with  the  ideas  of  others — to  get  ideas  and  to  give 
back  ideas,  that  may  act  and  re-act,  that  the  public  mind  may  be  informed  and  a  just  senti- 
ment created  and   fostered. 

The  first  Labor  Bureau  was  established  in  Massachusetts  in  1869— a  State  in  which  more 
attention,  perhaps,  is  paid  to  economic  science  than  any  in  the  Union.  The  Massachusetts 
Bureau  made  such  a  record  for  good  in  that  Commonwealth,  that  no  department  of  State  was 
more  relied  on  or  created  a  greater  interest  than  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  It  came  to 
be  liberally  supported,  and  it  soon  attracted  attention  in  other  States  by  its  work.  In  1872, 
Pennsylvania  established  a  similar  Bureau,  and  in  1876  Missouri  also  established  one;  other 
States  followed,  until  now  there  are  twenty-two  State  Bureaus  in  existence,  and  also  a 
National  Bureau,  which  has  recently  been  enlarged  and  made  a  separate  department  of  the 
government.  These  bureaus  owe  their  rise  and  growth  to  no  sudden  impulse  or  ebullition  of 
feeling,  but  the  good  effect  of  their  work  being  seen  and  observed,  they  have  steadily  widened 
their  influence  and  made  their  way  to  public  favor.  It  is  safer  to  assume  that  the  develop- 
ment of  this  kind  of  statistical  work  has  just  begun.  The  statistical  department  of  govern- 
ment does  not  to-day,  highly  as  it  is  regarded,  occupy  that  prominent  position  which  it  is  des- 
tined to  assume.  There  is  an  eagerness  everywhere  apparent  for  statistical  information, 
especially  on  economic  questions,  not  for  theoretical,  but  for  practical  purposes.  The  time 
has  come  when  it  is  recognized  that  it  is  best  for  States  to  "  keep  books,"  as  well  as  prudent 
business  men,  in  order  to  post  themselves  thoroughly  about  their  internal  affairs,  to  see  what 
their  condition  is  and  what  their  possibilities  are — hence  the  avidity  for  statistical  information. 
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The  field  which  the  North  Carolina  Bureau  is  intended  to  occupy,  therefore,  is  not  new  or 
untried.  It  is  a  field  well  known,  practical  and  definite,  and  one  from  which  may  be  obtained 
the  best  results  to  the  State. 


The  words  quoted  above  from  Mr.  Jones'  Report  for  1888  are  appli- 
cable and  true  now,  and  will  continue  to  be  true,  and  the  subject  will 
grow  in  importance  as  the  years  go  by,  and  as  our  population  increases 
and  our  resources  develop,  and  as  our  industries  shall  be  diversified 
and  the  hum  of  busy  machinery  shall  be  heard  on  every  hand.  Then 
labor  agitations,  which  as  yet  have  only  partially  reached  us,  will  come 
in  all  the  force,  and  it  may  be  violence,  with  which  they  have  come  to 
other  States  and  to  other  nations.  We  shall  do  well  and  act  wisely  if 
we  shall  care  for  the  present  demands  of  laborers,  heard  but  indis- 
tinctly as  yet  in  our  State,  but  be  ready  beforehand  with  facts  care- 
fully gathered,  and  with  people  well  informed  on  these  questions  and 
facts,  that  we  may  avoid  the  mistakes  made  and  the  wrongs  committed 
in  other  States  and  nations. 

At  the  Convention  of  the  Chiefs  and  Commissioners  of  Bureaus  of 
Labor  Statistics  held  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  June,  1889,  a  distin- 
guished statesman  and  Senator  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
used  the  following  language  in. a  speech  made  to  that  Convention.  I 
quote  it  here  because  it  expresses  better  than  I  can  hope  to  express 
the  utility  and  the  importance  of  labor  bureaus  and  their  work: 

I  have  noticed  the  establishment  and  organization  of  labor  bureaus  in  the  different  States 
with  great  satisfaction,  and  have  been  gratified  with  the  progress  made  by  them  in  ascertain- 
ing and  giving  to  the  public  accurate  facts  and  figures,  calculated  to  awaken  in  the  popular 
mind  a  greater  interest  in  the  welfare,  happiness  and  progress  of  the  men  who  are  doing  the 
world's  work.  It  seems  to  me  that,  satisfactory  as  the  work  already  accomplished  is,  it  has 
just  begun.  The  gentlemen  who  have  met  here  to-day,  representing  their  organizations  in 
the  different  States,  are  in  the  highest  sense  educators.  The  public  are  pupils,  and  have 
scarcely  progressed  beyond  the  primary  stage  in  learning  the  lessons  taught  by  the  statistical 
information  which  is  being  collected  and  published.  I  look  for  great  advancement  both  in 
the  teaching  and  in  the  learning  of  the  facts  calculated  to  improve,  not  only  the  material 
interests  of  the  country,  but  also  the  condition  and  welfare  of  its  citizens.

I  have  sometimes  felt  that,  in  the  agitation  which  has  characterized  the  newly  awakened 
interest  in  labor  and  laborers,  we  were  all,  to  some  extent,  overlooking  the  great  idea  which 
underlies  this  agitation.  We  see  the  evidences  of  discontent;  we  read  of  strikes  and  contro- 
versies, and  violence  at  times;  we  feel  that  there  is  a  contest,  and  we  cannot  always  wholly 
approve  the  conduct  of  the  contestants  on  either  side,  These  surface  events  attract  our 
attention,   and  sometimes  we  become   alarmed   at   what  seems   to   be  a  dangerous  conflict 
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between  classes  of  our  people — between  capitalists  on  the  one  side  and  laborers  on  the  other. 
But  if  we  look  deeper  than  the  surface,  I  think  that  we  shall  see  that  a  great  movement  for 
the  up-lifting  of  humanity  is  in  progress  the  world  over;  that  if  discontent  exists  among  the 
common  people,  it  is  but  the  evidence  of  an  aspiration  for  better  things;  of  an  aspiration 
which  ought  to  be  and  must  be  satisfied. 

I  am  not  one  of  those  who  believe  that  humanity  is  being  degraded  in  the  world.  I  believe 
that  the  people  as  a  mass  are  growing  wiser,  better,  happier,  and  are  coming  to  a  more  per- 
fect understanding  of  their  rights,  duties  and  responsibilities.  The  disagreeable  symptoms 
which  shock  and  alarm  our  pessimistic  friends  seem  to  me  to  indicate,  not  decay  or  deteriora- 
tion, but  healthy  and  vigorous  life.  The  truth,  as  I  read  it,  is  that  the  common  people  are 
coming  to  understand  their  rights  and  their  duties,  and  are  determined  to  enjoy  the  one  and 
perform  the  other.  Mistakes  they  will  undoubtedly  make,  but  out  of  all  the  agitation  and 
contest  they  will  reach  a  higher  plane  in  social,  moral  and  political  life. 

The  very  theory  of  our  government  requires  a  recognition  of  the  dignity  of  labor  and  the 
worth  of  the  laborer.  In  a  country  where  the  vast  majority  of  men  labor  with  their  hands, 
democracy  is  impossible  unless  each  laborer  counts  as  an  equal  unit  in  the  problem  of  govern- 
ment; and  this  is  possible  only  where  the  laborer  is  fairly  treated,  justly  appreciated,  and 
honestly  discharges  the  responsibilities  which  a  republican  form  of  government  puts  upon 
him.  To  put  it  in  more  practical  words — a  republican  government  is  a  government  by  all  the 
people.  Each  one  who  participates  must  be  the  equal  of  every  other  one.  The  rights  of  the 
laborer  must  not  be  subordinate  to  the  rights  of  the  idler.  A  glance  at  the  world's  events 
must  satisfy  anyone  that  the  common,  humble  people  of  the  world  are  coming  to  understand 
this,  and,  whether  under  a  republican  or  monarchal  government,  are  aspiring  to  become  real 
factors  in  all  problems  of  human  life. 

What  we  call  the  "  labor  movement"  is  after  all  but  a  new  development  of  the  passion  of 
mankind  for  liberty.  And  whatever  the  strife  or  contention,  whatever  the  mistakes  or 
blunderings,  which  may  attend  this  development,  the  outcome  is  sure  to  be  a  higher  and 
nobler  liberty  for  mankind.  We  all  ought  to  welcome  this.  I  rejoice  in  it,  not  in  the  wrongs 
that  may  be  perpetrated  in  securing  this  liberty,  but  in  the  result  that  is  sure  to  be  accom- 
plished. If  there  is  danger,  safety  is  to  be  found  in  knowledge.  With  accurate  information 
as  to  the  respective  relations  which  capital  and  labor  sustain  to  production,  we  shall  have  less 
of  contention  and  strife.  It  is  easy  for  the  man  who  labors  to  think  that  he  alone  produces; 
it  is  easy  for  the  capitalist  to  think  that  capital  is  the  greatest  factor  in  production,  and  that 
labor  plays  only  a  subordinate  part.  But  when  the  facts  which  you,  gentlemen,  are  engaged 
in  ascertaining,  shall  be  generally  known  and  understood,  the  true  relations  of  capital  and 
labor  will  come  to  be  thoroughly  apprehended.  It  will  be  found  that  both  are  essential  to 
production  and  progress,  and  that  neither  can  dispense  with  nor  despise  the  other.  Money 
will  no  longer  exalt  its  possessor,  nor  manual  labor  degrade  him  who  performs  it.  The 
laborer  and  the  capitalist  must,  and  when  this  subject  is  understood,  will  meet  on  the  com- 
mon ground  of  manhood,  each  understanding  the  part  he  has  to  perform  in  the  world's  prog- 
ress and  in  human  advancement.  As  the  importance  of  the  work  you  have  in  hand  comes  to 
be  better  understood,  it  will  be  more  universally  appreciated. 

When  labor  bureaus  were  first  established,  I  think  it  may  have  been  felt  by  some  that  they 
were  merely  a  concession  to  a  troublesome  class  of  our  citizens.  But  "we  builded  better 
than  we  knew."  They  were  the  need  of  the  century,  and  that  fact  is  coming  to  be  fully 
recognized.  As  investigators,  you  occupy  a  position  second  in  importance  to  none,  and  your 
responsibility  is  consequently  great.     What  we,  who  cannot  spend  the  time  to  investigate 
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wish  to  know  is  exact  truth.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  fed  with  speculation,  but  with  cold, 
unimpeachable  facts.  Your  work  will  be  slow,  your  labors  difficult,  and  oftentimes  discour- 
aging, but  the  fruits  of  your  labor  well  performed  will  be  ample  and  satisfactory.  Like  the 
leaves  of  that  tree  planted  by  the  River  of  Life,  your  conclusions  are  to  be  for  the  "healing 
of  the  Nations." 


If  these  positions  be  correct  with  reference  to  bureaus  limited  to 
Labor  Statistics — and  I  think  they  are — then  a  Bureau  covering  not  only 
statistics  pertaining  to  labor,  but  all  other  statistics,  whether  directly, 
indirectly  or  remotely  concerning  labor,  or  not  specially  connected 
therewith,  with  a  larger  scope  for  investigation  and  work  after  useful 
information  and  actual  conditions  in  all  walks  of  life  and  for  all  occu- 
pations in  the  make-up  of  the  life  of  a  people,  will  necessarily  be  of 
greater  utility. 

I  am  not  specially  concerned  as  to  its  limitations  by  the  statute 
creating  the  Bureau,  however.  My  object  in  what  I  have  said,  and  in 
what  I  have  quoted,  is  to  impress  upon  those  who  may  be  doubtful 
as  to  the  utility  of  our  Bureau  to  the  general  public  the  views  of  well 
informed  men  and  the  practice  of  other  States,  and  thus  save  harmless 
a  department  commanded  by  our  Constitution,  and  made  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  State  by  the  Consti- 
tution. The  work  of  any  similar  Bureau  is  necessarily  difficult,  and 
immediate  and  direct  results  not  easy  to  point  out  specifically.  But  if 
allowed  time  and  reasonable  support  they  prove  their  own  utility  and 
work  out  the  good  of  the  State  and  its  people,  working  along  with 
other  useful  and  beneficent  departments. 

In  the  work  of  preparation  for  getting  the  material  from  which  to 
compile  this  report,  I  prepared  and  sent  out  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  circular  letters  with  proper  inquiries  to  the  proprietors  of  cotton 
and  woolen  mills,  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  slips  to  the  same  for 
names  of  employees;  two  hundred  and  nine  circular  letters  of  inquiry 
to  proprietors  of  tobacco  factories,  two  hundred  and  nine  slips  for 
employees  of  same ;  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  circular. letters  with 
inquiries  to  sundry  manufacturers,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  slips 
to  same  for  names  of  employees;  sixty-nine  circular  letters  to  proprie- 
tors of  fisheries,  sixty  nine  slips  for  names  of  employees  of  same ;  thirty- 
six  circular  letters  to  mines  with  thirty-six  slips  for  employees  in  same: 
one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  circular  letters  to  employees  in  cotton 
and  woolen  mills;  one  hundred  and  thirteen  circular  letters  to  tobacco 
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and  cigar  factory  employees ;  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  circular  let- 
ters to  employees  in  sundry  manufactories,  and  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-two  circular  letters  to  farmers.  This  makes  in  all  about  three 
thousand  six  hundred  circulars  of  inquiry.  In  addition  to  these,  the 
work  of  writing  personal  letters  of  explanation  of  our  circulars  and  for 
corrections  in  reports  and  requests  for  replies  to  our  inquiries  has  been 
quite  large.  This  heavy  correspondence  is  made  necessary  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  confine  ourselves  to  the 
office  work  of  correspondence  for  want  of  sufficient  means  to  gather 
statistics  by  personal  solicitation  and  visitation  to  factories,  mines,  fish- 
eries, etc.,  to  obtain  statistics  and  inspect  conditions.  The  subjects 
embraced  in  this  report  are  contained  in  five  chapters,  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I. —  Reports  from  cotton  and  woolen  mill  proprietors 
and  from  employees  in  same. 

CHAPTER     II. —  Reports  from  tobacco   factory  proprietors. 

CHAPTER  III. —  Reports  from  manufacturers  other  than  of  cotton 
and  tobacco. 

CHAPTER  IV. — -Reports  from  employees  in  factories,  mills,  etc., 
other  than  cotton  mills. 

CHAPTER  V. —  Reports  from  farmers  of  farm  products,  cost  of  pro- 
duction and  wages  of  farm  laborers,  etc. 

In  Chapter  I,  keeping  the  purposes  of  the  statute  in  mind  for  guid- 
ance in  shaping  inquiries  to  manufacturers,  as  well  as  to  others,  I  give 
the  results  of  replies  of  cotton  and  woolen  factory  proprietors  to  inqui- 
ries in  circular  letter,  No.  I  for  1890,  to  these  manufacturers.  The 
names  of  proprietors  and  of  mills  are  not  given  in  the  reports,  for  obvi- 
ous reasons,  under  a  promise  to  them  in  my  letter,  that  their  replies, 
being  voluntary,  "Your  names  and  firm  shall  not  be  used  without 
your  consent,  as  I  seek  not  to  expose  individual  business,  but  to  tabu- 
late facts  without  reference  to  individuals  or  firms."  The  factories 
come  in  the  tables  by  counties  and  numbers,  and  the  nature  of  the 
investigations  and  facts  gathered  therefrom,  and  the  subject  matter  of 
this  chapter  will  be  seen  from  inquiries  made  of  the  factories,  as  follows  :

The  reports  from  farmers  have  necessarily  been  late  coming  in  from 
the  nature  of  their  business  and  the  lateness  in  many  sections  in  finish- 
ing the  gathering  and  housing  of  crops.  This  has  made  the  com- 
pletion of  this  chapter  of  the  report  impossible  at  an  earlier  date  than 
this,  unless  I  had  chosen  to  close  it  with  the  very  few  reports  which 
came  earlier,  having  been  based  upon  tstimates  before  gathering  crops, 
rather  than  upon  weights  and  measurements  after  gathering.  I  did 
not  think  it  best  to  close  the  chapter  until  I  had  as  many  reports  as 
possible,  before  being  compelled  to  close  to  finish  up  the  report  in  time 
for  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

I  hoped  to  be  able,  in  connection  with  the  gathering  of  agricultural 
statistics  for  this  report,  to  gather  the  statistics  of  what  is  popularly 
known  as  the  "  exodus  of  the  Negroes  "  from  our  State,  these  being 
largely  farm  tenants  and   farm  laborers.       It  was  found  exceedingly

difficult  to  get  at  anything  approaching  correct  estimates,  and  anything 
like  accuracy  in  facts  was  impossible.  I  could  not  address  every  farmer 
and  landowner  in  that  portion  of  the  State  from  which  the  "exodus- 
ters  "  took  their  departure  as  to  how  many  left  each  farm.  The  rail- 
roads have  no  reports  of  these  that  I  am  aware  of,  which  could  be 
given  me  without  asking  too  much  of  the  time  and  labor  of  their 
agents  and  employees  to  be  given  gratuitously  to  the  service  of  the 
Bureau.  The  funds  at  my  command  were  not  sufficient  to  enable  me 
to  visit  localities  of  their  departure  and  to  investigate  for  myself,  or  to 
enable  me  to  pay  some  one  in  each  locality  to  investigate  and  report. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  have  not  made  any  investigation  leading 
to  facts  worthy  of  being  published  as  correct. 

There  have  been  various  estimates  of  the  number  of  laborers,  white 
and  black— for  some  whites  left  the  State  in  the  movement— who  left 
our  State.      These  vary  all   the   way  from  six  thousand  to  eighteen 
thousand,  including  women  and  children.       How  far  these  estimates 
are  from  being  correct  I  have  no  means  of  knowing.      The  exodus 
movement  has  been  attributed  to   various  causes  by  one  and  another 
of  those  who  have  spoken  or  written  anything  on  the  subject.     Some 
attempts  were  made  to  show  that  the  cause  was  political.     An  article 
published  by  General  Barringer  clearly  showed  that  politics  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  movement,  but  that  it  was  a  purely  business  trans- 
action by  men  in  other  States  having  large  bodies  of  land  who  wanted 
hands  to  clear  and  cultivate  it  and  who  sent  agents  to  North  Carolina 
to  procure  them.     The  succession  of  bad  crop  years  and  poor  crops  in 
North   Carolina   put    the    Negroes  in    such   condition    as  to   be  easily 
influenced  by  the    stories  of  these  agents,  magnifying  the  ills  of  the 
Negro  here  and  exaggerating  the  good  to  come  to  him  in  the  localities 
where  he  was  wanted,  by  reason  of  high  wages  and  cheap  and  plenti- 
ful   food,  rich  lands  and  abundant  crops  to  be  made  with  less  labor 
than  was  required  here  for  poor  crops.     In  this  way  many  were  induced 
to  abandon  their  homes  and   their  State  to  go  elsewhere  looking  for 
a  better  country.     This,  I  think,  the  correct  view. 

No  general  inconvenience,  I  believe,  has  been  experienced  in  this 
State  b)y  this  movement.  In  some  localities  the  landowners  and 
farmers  suffered  considerable  inconvenience  and  loss  by  loss  of  hands 
and  tenants  to  cultivate  their  lands.  The  year  1890  was  an  unpre- 
cedented^ good  crop  year  throughout  the  State  for  all  crops  except 
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wheat,  oats  and  rye.  The  good  crops  and  the  extra  quantity  of  pork 
fattened  and  saved  bring  new  hopes  and  renewed  energy  to  the  farmers 
and  contentment  to  the  laborers.  This  will,  I  think,  largely  arrest  the 
tendency  of  farm-laborers  to  leave  our  fields  for  new  and  untried  local- 
ities and  people. 

Expressing  the  hope  and  the  belief  that  this  Bureau  will  be  strength- 
ened, and  not  crippled  by  any  action  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  my 
thanks  to  Captain  W.  S.  Harris,  Clerk  to  the  Bureau,  for  his  faithful 
services,  and  stating  to  your  Excellency  that  the  expenses  of  the 
Bureau  for  the  past  two  years  may  be  found  by  items  in  the  Auditor's 
office,  and  that  the  vouchers  for  every  item  of  said  expenses  are  on  file 
in  this  office  for  the  inspection  of  anyone  wishing  to  inspect  them,  I 
close  this  introduction  to  the  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  the  year  1890.

Chapter  I. 

TABLE,    STATEMENTS   AND    LETTERS   FROM    COTTON 
AND    WOOLEN    MILL    PROPRIETORS. 

This  chapter  contains  the  information  gathered  from  the  reports  of 
cotton  and  woolen  mill  proprietors  and  from  employees  in  said  mills. 
The  information  gathered  from  the  proprietors  of  cotton  and  woolen 
mills  was  given  in  answer  to  the  circular  letter  and  questions  attached,, 
printed  below.  The  same  circular  letter  was  used  for  cotton  and 
woolen  mills,  as  it  was  found  that  by  pen-changes  of  a  few  words  in  the 
circular  it  would  apply  as  well  to  both.  It  will  be  noticed  by  those 
who  are  even  partially  acquainted  with  the  cotton  and  woolen  manu- 
facturing interests  of  the  State,  that  all  did  not  send  in  replies  to  our 
inquiries.  This  is  to  be  regretted  for  several  reasons,  apparent  to  any 
intelligent  reader  of  this  Report,  as  the  Reports  go  to  all  the  States 
and  Territories  of  our  own  government  and  to  all  the  leading  foreign 
and  American  governments,  and  fail  to  impress  these  with  the  rapid 
growth  and  progress  of  these  industries  in  our  favored  climate  and 
under  the  superior  advantages  of  our  unsurpassed  water-power  and 
facilities  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Some  of  the  reports  are  full  and  quite  satisfactory;  others  are  less  so. 
Some  are  accompanied  by  excellent  letters  full  of  wise  suggestions  and 
breathing  a  kindly  spirit  towards  their  employees  and  showing  the 
earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  the  writers  to  aid  their  employees  in 
every  way  possible  to  better  their  condition  and  elevate  themselves  in 
the  scale  of  citizenship.  They  also  breathe  a  kindly  spirit  for  the 
Bureau  and  a  disposition  to  aid  us  in  our  work  in  any  way  which  to 
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them  seemed  legitimate  and  proper.  For  this,  these  gentlemen,  one 
and  all,  have  our  hearty  thanks.  They  have  been  courteous  and  kind. 
We  thank  them.  We  have  endeavored  to  approach  them  in  a  spirit  of 
peace  and  good  will,  and  have  endeavored  to  be  promoters  of  peace 
between  employers  and  employees,  and  not  breakers  of  peace  and 
stirrers-up  of  strife  and  confusion. 

With  those  who  have  not  seen  fit 'to  reply  to  our  inquiries  we  have 
no  quarrel  and  will  not  utter  words  of  complaint.  We  express  the 
hope  that  in  the  future  they  may  look  upon  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau 
favorably,  and  aid  it  in  every  way  to  faithfully  and  efficiently  perform 
the  work  prescribed  and  contemplated  by  the  law  creating  the  Bureau 
and  prescribing  its  duties. 


CIRCULAR  LETTER  TO  COTTON  AND  WOOLEN  MILL  PROPRIETORS. 

Office  Bureau  Labor  Statistics, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  August  22,  1890. 

GENTLEMEN:  The  statute  under  which  this  Bureau  was  established, 
chapter  113,  Laws  of  1887,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  "to  collect  information  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its 
relation  to  capital,  the  hours  of  labor,  the  earnings  of  laboring  men  and 
women,  their  educational,  moral  and  financial  condition,  and  the  best 
means  of  promoting  their  material,  social  and  moral  prosperity."  I 
have  endeavored  in  this  circular  letter  to  the  proprietors  and  mana- 
gers of  cotton  factories,  to  ask  such  questions  as  will  bring  out  facts 
for  information,  such  as  the  language  of  the  statute  contemplates.  I 
address  these  questions  to  you,  recognizing  the  mutual  interest  of  capi- 
tal and  labor,  and  the  necessity  of  hearing  both  sides  in  order  to  get 
at  the  facts  and  true  status  of  the  relations  between  capital  and  labor. 
JVIy  mission  is  peace,  with  no  desire  or  purpose  to  set  the  two  by  the 
■  ears,  but  with  the  earnest  desire  to  promote  peace,  harmony  and  good 
-will  between  employers  and  employees.  These  are  the  true  basis  of 
ireal  and  lasting  prosperity  to  both.  I  come  with  this  desire,  and  trust 
■you  will  meet  me  in  the  same  spirit.  I,  therefore,  request  you  to  send 
me',  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  this  sheet  in  the  enclosed  prepaid 
envelope,  with  the  questions  answered  as  carefully  and  correctly  as 
possible.     By  so  doing  you  will  do  me  a  personal  and  official  favor  and 
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confer  a  benefit  upon  the  State,  whose  servant  I  am.  Were  the  means 
at  my  command  sufficient,  I  would  gladly  call  in  person  and  solicit 
your  replies,  form  your  personal  acquaintance,  and  give  any  verbal 
explanations  needed.  But  this  not  being  the  case,  I  am  left  to  this  as 
the  only  method  of  communication  with  you.  Your  names  and  firm 
shall  not  be  used  without  your  consent,  as  I  seek  not  to  expose  indi- 
vidual business,  but  to  tabulate  facts  without  reference  to  individuals 
or  firms. 

I  enclose  a  slip  for  names  of  some  of  your  employees  from  whom  I 
may  seek  information  under  the  statute  quoted.  Will  you  do  me  the 
favor  to  give  me  the  names  and  post-office  address  of  several  of  your 
most  intelligent,  unprejudiced  and  reliable  employees,  men  and  women? 
I  desire  to  present  facts  and  not  the  statements  of  narrow  prejudice. 
You  will  find  a  small  prepaid  envelope  for  the  purpose.  Assuring  you 
of  my  earnest  desire  to  serve  the  best  interest  of  all  and  to  promote

We  have  comparatively  an  orderly  set  of  operatives  and  very  little  trouble.  They  seem  to 
be  contented  with  their  pay,  and  those  that  think  they  can  better  themselves  we  are  always 
glad  for  them  to  do  so.  We  have  healthy  men  and  women  who  have  been  in  the  mills  since 
they  were  small  children.  We  do  not  care  for  children  under  twelve,  but  have  to  take  them 
to  please  the  parents.  We  consider  a  cotton  mill  about  the  healthiest  place  a  man  can  work. 
Of  course  there  is  considerable  lint  in  some  departments,  which  is  not  conducive  to  health;  but 
we  have  yet  to  see  the  business  that  does  not  present  some  objectionable  features.

Remarks.— In  regard  to  your  inquiries  about  the  age  of  children  to  work  in  factories,  and 
•the  effect  on  their  health,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say;  I  know  that  children  working  in  cotton 
factories  generally  look  pale  and  bad.  But  such  is  the  condition  of  the  country  that  poor  men 
with  large  families  cannot  make  their  living  by  farming,  so  they  go  to  factories,  as  factory 
men  can  give  better  prices  for  labor  than  farmers. 
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Now,  in  answer  to  your  last  inquiry,  I  will  say  that  scarcity  of  money  is  one  great  cause 
of  the  depression  throughout  the  country;  the  volume  of  money  in  circulation  is  not  sufficient 
to  transact  the  business  of  the  country.  Who  is  to  blame  for  this  ?  Is  the  government,  or  is 
it  rings,  combines  and  monopolies  ?  Western  North  Carolina  is  oppressed  with  debt  and 
mortgages.  At  the  low  prices  of  farm  products  a  farmer  cannot  support  his  family  and  pay 
the  interest  on  his  indebtedness.  Some  say  this  state  of  things  is  brought  about  by  idleness; 
some  say  it  is  by  over-production.  I  think  it  is  brought  about  by  the  scarcity  of  money. 
The  farmer  wishes  to  make  a  purchase  for  one  hundred  dollars  in  cash;  it  will  take  150  bushels 
of  his  wheat  to  bring  the  cash;  this  is  one-third  more  wheat  than  it  should  take,  and  so  with 
other  products.  Well,  I  am  now  almost  eighty-four  years  old.  I  have  lived  to  see  several 
times  of  depression  in  the  money  market.  For  instance,  in  Jackson's  day  the  charter  of  the 
United  States  Bank  expired;  Congress  renewed  the  same,  Jackson  refused  to  sign  the  bill; 
consequently  money  became  scarce.  That  was  a  woful  time  for  men  that  were  in  debt; 
property  sank  in  value  perhaps  one-half.  Again,  at  the  time  of  the  great  Negro  speculation, 
when  the  banks  were  borrowed  out  and  compelled  to  close;  this  had  the  same  effect  as  Jack- 
son's veto.  And  now  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  something  must.be  done  for  the  working 
classes  of  this  country,  or  it  will  be  plebeian  and  patrician,  or  lords  and  peasants.  The  people 
of  this  country  have  tasted  liberty  and  they  never  will  submit  to  be  enslaved  by  a  few.  A 
revolution  must  come.

Remarks. — I  think  the  best  thing  I  could  suggest  would  be  a  law  to  compel  the  fathers  of 
families  and  children  to  work  too.  There  are  at  least  one-third  about  our  mills  that  as  soon  as 
they  get  their  children  into  work  lay  around  the  stores  and  still-houses  and  drink  up  and 
spend  all  the  children  make.  They  get  so  lazy  they  hire  what  little  wood  they  use  chopped, 
and  never  think  of  working  their  little  gardens;  and  the  old  women  consider  it  a  disgrace  to 
wash  their  clothes,  and  would  almost  as  soon  throw  them  away  and  buy  new  ones  as  to  wash 
a  day  or  two;  and  the  boys  must  have  three  or  four  dogs  instead  of  a  hog.  Factory  hands  are 
better  paid,  generally,  than  any  other  class  of  laborers  in  this  country,  but  their  money  comes 
often  and  easy  and  goes  the  same  way,  and  that  is  why  they  are  almost  always  grumbling,  or 
at  least  that  has  been  my  experience.

We  know  that  our  hands  could,  for  everything  in 
the  provision  line  is  cheap,  and  goods  even  cheaper,  but  they  are  the  most  extravagant  class 
we  know  of. 

We  think  children  should  not  be  worked  in  mills  until  they  are  fully  developed,  and  we 
do  not  want  to  work  them,  but  their  parents  force  them  in,  saying,  they  need  their  help. 
Children  are  not  profitable  help  to  the  mill-owners.  We  think  they  should  not  be  employed 
under  fourteen  years  of  age. 

We  think  if  every  mill  had  a  good  library  attached  it  would  be  a  good  thing.  We  think 
eleven  hours  is  long  enough  for  hands  to  work;  that  would  leave  eight  hours  for  sleep,  and 
five  hours  for  study  and  recreation,  which  is  more  than  any  other  class  of  people  get.

Remarks. — We  do  not  think  cotton-mill  work  is  detrimental  to  the  health  of  anyone,  provided 
they  are  supplied  with  proper  food.  Improper  and  poorly  prepared  food,  filth,  etc.,  are  the 
principal  causes  of  poor  health  when  it  occurs  among  factory  people.  We  believe  our  help 
are  as  healthy  and  vigorous  as  any  other  class  of  laboring  people  for  indoor  work.  We  think 
eleven  hours  per  day  not  too  long.  Almost  all  work  is  by  the  piece,  and  they  get  the  benefit 
of  the  time.  If  hours  were  made  shorter  the  pay  would  be  less.  The  work  is  not  laborious, 
and  in  cold  and  bad  weather,  as  a  rule,  they  are  better  off  in  the  mills  than  at  home.  South- 
ern labor  is  not  worth  as  much  per  hour  as  Northern  labor  on  account  of  climate,  hence  they 
will  always  have  to  work  eleven  hours  to  do  the  same  amount  of  labor  that  people  do  in  a 
colder  climate.

Employees  can  improve  the  morals  of 
their  help  by  excluding  (as  we  do)  loose  women  and  drunken  men,  or  bad  men  and  boys. 
Libraries  will  do,  but  compulsory  education  is  better,  and  restriction  as  to  age  will  send  chil- 
dren to  school,  as  they  cease  to  be  profitable  to  their  parents  until  fourteen.  We  have  a  sav- 
ings bank  and  allow  interest  —  6  per  cent,  on  deposits — which  accounts  for  a  large  per  cent. 
of  hands  saving  nr>ney.  Our  hands  are  all  cheerful  and  satisfied — take  pride  in  themselves 
and  in  their  work.  We  have  strict  discipline  tempered  with  kindness  and  justice,  and  increased 
production  and  money  to  us  is  the  result.  Our  Building  and  Loan  Association  is  a  great  help 
also  towards  saving  money  and  hands  owning  their  own  houses,  and  is  doing  more  good  than 
all  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations  put  together.  The  moment  a  mill  hand  has

Remarks. — As  to  the  hours  of  labor,  they  should  be  ten  and  compulsory,  and  have  a 
mill  inspector  to  see  all  mills  in  the  State  keep  them.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
should  be  allowed  to  work  in  a  cotton  mill  longer  than  six  months  at  a  time,  and  not  at  all 
under  twelve  years  of  age.  The  health  of  employees  is  as  good  as  in  any  other  vocation,  if 
they  did  not  use  so  much  snuff;  children  are  stunted  in  growth.  The  greed  of  parents  lets 
but  few  get  above  the  lowest  spelling  book.  A  law  should  be  passed  that  labor  shall  not  be 
longer  than  ten  hours  per  day;  no  child  shall  be  employed  under  fourteen  years  old;  child 
shall  be  protected  from  greed  of  parents;  wages  shall.be  paid  once  a  week  in  cash. 
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TABLES,  STATEMENTS    AND    LETTERS    FROM    COTTON 
AND  WOOLEN    MILL  EMPLOYEES. 

The  facts  in  Table  No.  2  below,  were  gathered  from  replies  to  Circu- 
lar Letter  No.  4  (addressed  to  all  classes  of  laborers  and  mechanics 
whose  names  were  furnished  us  by  their  employers),  but  especially 
here  from  replies  to  this  letter  sent  to  the  employees  in  cotton  and 
woolen  mills.  Several  proprietors  of  these  mills  answering  our  inquiries 
to  them  failed  to  send  us  any  names  of  their  employees.  We  had  no 
other  way  of  getting  the  name  but  from  the  employers;  when  these 
failed  to  give  them  of  course  no  inquiries  could  be  sent  and  no  infor- 
mation from  employees  in  such  mills  could  be  obtained.  We  are 
thankful  to  those  who  furnished  us  lists  of  their  employees,  and  the 
replies  of  these  are  tabulated  and  given  in  Table  No.  2,  and  in  state- 
ments and  letters  following  this  table.  The  table  and  letters  speak 
for  themselves. 

I  call  attention,  in  this  connection,  to  the  number  of  hours  reported  ' 
by  factories  required  for  a  day's  work.  There  is  considerable  complaint 
from  some  of  the  employees,  in  their  letters  as  to  this  matter.  They 
ask  for  relief,  as  far  as  the  Legislature  may  be  able  to  grant  it,  from 
what  they  consider  the  evil  of  too  long  confinement  in  factories;  not 
only  cotton  factories,  but  in  most  other  factories.  Specially  do  they 
complain  at  this  as  a  great  evil,  working  out  bad  results  on  the  health 
and  strength  of  women  and  of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 
There  is  reason  for  their  complaint  it  seems  to  me.  However,  it  is 
my  duty  to  present  the  facts  and  leave  what  may  be  done  for  relief  to 
the  General  Assembly. 


CIRCULAR  LETTER  TO  COTTON  AND  WOOLEN    MILL  EMPLOYEES. 

Office  Bureau  Labor  Statistics, 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  Sept.  13,  1890. 

Dear  Sir-  The  law  establishing  this  Bureau,  chapter  113,  Laws  of 
1887,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  "Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics  to 
collect  information  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its  relation  to  capital,  the 
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hours  of  labor,  the  earnings  of  laboring  men  and  women,  their  educa- 
tional, moral  and  financial  condition,  and  the  best  means  of  promoting 
their  mental,  material,  social  and  moral  prosperity." 

The  purpose  of  this  statute  is  to  gain  such  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tion of  labor  as  will  aid  in  finding  any  evils  that  may  exist,  the  cause 
of  their  existence,  and  the  proper  remedies  for  their  removal,  and  for 
building  up  a  healthy  system  of  labor,  and  advancing  as  far  as  possible 
the  interests  of  laboring  men  and  women  and  their  families,  and  that 
the  interest  of  capital  may,  in  this  way,  be  best  advanced,  for  labor 
and  capital  are,  so  to  speak,  "  twin  brothers."  Whatever  is  best  for 
the  one  is  also  best  for  the  other.  Their  interests  are  inseparable. 
They  must  advance  together  up  to  prosperity,  or  must  together  fall 
into  adversity. 

That  I  may  discharge  the  duty  put  upon  me  by  the  statute,  and  aid 
to  a  good  understanding  and  mutual  trust  between  capital  and  labor, 
and  to  correct  views  of  the  proper  relations  between  the  two  interests, 
thus  serving  both  as  a  helper  and  not  as  a  hinderer,  I  address  this  cir- 
cular letter,  with  the  questions  attached,  to  laboring  men  and  women. 
(I  have  addressed  one,  with  proper  questions,  to  the  employers  of 
labor.) 

I  shall  be  grateful  for  replies  carefully  made  and  forwarded  to  this 
Bureau  in  the  enclosed  prepaid  envelop.  I  am  seeking  facts,  because 
facts  teach  lessons  found  in  nothing  else. 

I  seek  not  to  designate  particular  cases  of  private  business  and  make 
them  public  by  giving  names  of  individuals,  and  hence  shall  give  the 
results  of  replies  in  tabulations  without  names,  unless  permission  is 
given  me  by  the  correspondent  to  publish  the  name.  It  occurs  to  me 
there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  this. 

I  urge  correspondents  to  send  replies  to  this  Bureau  at  the  very 
earliest  day  possible,  so  that  I  may  tabulate  and  report  to  the  next 
Legislature,  which  is  to  meet  in  January  next.

It  would  lighten  the  burdens  of  large  numbers  of  laboring  people  to  shorten  the  time  for  a 
day's  work  in  public  works.     Children  should  be  protected  by  law  from  long  continued  labor.

Remarks. —  The  effect  of  working  children  in  mills  or  other  industries,  in  my  opinion,  is 
injurious  to  health,  education  and  morals  for  self-evident  reasons.  I  think  that  fifteen  years 
is  early  enough  for  any  child  to  work  in  a  factory,  and  too  early  unless  circumstances  compel 
it.  Libraries  are  of  course  a  great  advantage  where  operatives  will  make  use  of  them,  and 
they  should  be  encouraged  to  do  so.  I  am  an  advocate  of  the  "  eight-hour"  system,  and  will 
be  glad  to  see  it  go  into  effect  everywhere.

Chapter  II. 

TABLE,  STATEMENTS  AND  LETTERS  FROM  TOBACCO 
FACTORY  PROPRIETORS. 

This  chapter  contains  the  information  gathered  from  the  reports  of 
the  manufacturers  of .  tobacco.  Some  of  the  proprietors  of  tobacco 
factories  to  whom  our  Circular  Letter  No.  2  was  sent 'made  no  reply- 
to  our  letter  or  to  our  inquiries  as  to  their  business  operations,  employ- 
ees and  their  condition,  etc.  Others  made  as  full  replies  as  we  had 
reason  to  expect,  while  others  made  partial  replies. 

Some  of  the  proprietors  of  tobacco  factories  were  specially  courte- 
ous and  obliging  to  us,  and  aided  us  not  only  by  sending  their  own 
reports,  but  in  kindly  suggestions  to  other  manufacturers  to  do  the 
same. 

Comparatively  few  of  the  factories  reporting  in  this  chapter  made 
suggestions  as  to  evils  and  their  remedies  in  their  branch  of  manu- 
facturing, management  of  employees,  betterment  of  the  condition  of 
laborers,  or  in  any  way  save  the  answers  to  specific  questions.  There 
are  exceptions,  which  will  be  noticed  by  readers  of  this  Report.  Some 
wrote  very  interesting  letters,  not  of  great  length,  but  containing 
kindly  words  for  laborers  and  wise  and  humane  suggestions  for  the  aid 
of  laboring  people,  men,  women  and  children. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  labor  employed  in  the  handling  and  manu- 
facture of  tobacco  is  made  up  of  negroes.  There  is  a  general  concur- 
rence of  statement  as  to  their  habits  of  migration  from  place  to  place, 
their  want  of  forethought  and  provision  for  the  future,  their  spend- 
thrift habits  and  their  taking  and  acting  out  literally  the  Scripture 
injunction,  "Take  no  thought  for  the  morrow."  Here  is  a  wide  field 
for  training  these  people  in  that  in  which  they  need  training  perhaps 
more  than  in  any  other  line  of  needful  instruction.  Their  preachers 
and  teachers  have  here  a  wide  field  of  work  which  must  be  occupied 
and  industriously  worked,  or  the  negro  will  suffer  untold  miseries  and 
privations  coming  from  the  poverty  and  want  which  surely  follow  such 
habits.  The  employers  of  these  people  as  laborers  may  aid  in  this 
work  by  kindly  and  judicious  suggestions  to  them,  and  thus  aid  a  peo- 
ple needing  very  much  their  help  and  the  benefit  of  their  experience. 
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The  following  Circular  Letter,  No.  2,  was  sent  to  tobacco  manufac- 
turers, and  the  subject-matter  of  Chapter  II  was  obtained  from  their 
replies  to  the  inquiries  in  the  circular  and  the  letters  of  suggestions  in 
their  replies. 

CIRCULAR   LETTER  TO  TOBACCO  FACTORY  PROPRIETORS. 

Office  Bureau  Labor  Statistics, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  August  22,  1890. 

Gentlemen:  The  statute  under  which  this  Bureau  was  established, 
Chapter  113,  Laws  of  1887,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Labor  Statistics  "to  collect  information  upon -the  subject  of  labor, 
its  relation  to  capital,  the  hours  of  labor,  the  earnings  of  laboring  men 
and  women,  their  educational,  moral  and  financial  condition,  and  the 
best  means  of  promoting  their  material,  social  and  moral  prosperity." 
I  have  endeavored,  in  this  circular  letter  to  the  proprietors  and  man- 
agers of  tobacco  factories,  to  ask  such  questions  as  will  bring  out  facts 
for  information,  such  as  the  language  of  the  statute  contemplates.  I 
address  these  questions  to  you,  recognizing  the  mutual  interest  of  capi- 
tal and  labor,  and  the  necessity  of  hearing  both  sides  in  order  to  get 
at  the  facts  and  true  status  of  the  relations  between  capital  and  labor. 
My  mission  is  peace,  with  no  desire  or  purpose  to  set  the  two  by  the 
ears,  but  with  the  earnest  desire  to  promote  peace,  harmony  and  good 
will  between  employers  and  employees.  These  are  the  true  basis  of 
real  and  lasting  prosperity  to  both.  I  come  with  this  desire,  and  trust 
you  will  meet  me  in  the  same  spirit.  I,  therefore,  request  you  to  send 
me,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  this  sheet  in  the  enclosed  prepaid 
envelope,  with  the  questions  answered  as  carefully  and  correctly  as 
possible.  By  so  doing  you  will  do  me  a  personal  and  official  favor  and 
confer  a  benefit  upon  the  State,  whose  servant  I  am.  Were  the  means 
at  my  command  sufficient,  I  would  gladly  call  in  person  and  solicit 
your  replies,  form  your  personal  acquaintance,  and  give  any  verbal 
explanations  needed.  But  this  not  being  the  case,  I  am  left  to  this  as 
the  only  method  of  communication  with  you.  Your  names  and  firm 
shall  not  be  used  without  your  consent,  as  I  seek  not  to  expose  indi- 
vidual business,  but  to  tabulate  facts  without  reference  to  individuals 
or  firms. 
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I  enclose  a  slip  for  names  of  some  of  your  employees  from  whom  I 
may  seek  information  under  the  statute  quoted.  Will  you  do  me  the 
favor  to  give  me  the  names  and  post  office  address  of  several  of  your 
most  intelligent,  unprejudiced  and  reliable  employees,  men  and  women? 
I  desire  to  present  facts,  and  not  the  statements  of  narrow  prejudice. 
You  will  find  a  small  prepaid  envelope  for  the  purpose.

Remarks. — I  am  not  manufacturing  at  present.  I  will  go  to  Durham,  N.  C,  next  season. 
My  opinion,  as  to  the  working  of  tobacco  without  steam,  is  not  at  all  damaging  to  hands 
who  work  it.  But  to  use  steam,  as  some  factories  do,  it  is  very  dangerous  to  hands,  and  will 
kill  them,  as  I  know  of  quite  a  number  who  have  died.  I  believe  the  cause  was  the  steam  in 
the  factories  where  they  worked.  I  don't  think  it  damages  children  to  work  in  factories  as  to 
moral  and  religious  principles,  when  factories  are  properly  managed,  which  I  believe,  as  a 
general  thing,  is  so.  I  think  ten  hours  is  long  enough  to  work  per  day;  this  constitutes  a 
day's  work  in  my  town  with  manufacturers,  but  leaf  factories  work  a  longer  time,  where, 
generally,  men  are  employed.  I  don't  think  it  healthy  for  children,  where  so  much  dust  is, 
in  leaf  factories.

In  my  factory  I  use  no  steam  and  there  is  no  dust,  consequently  the  work  is  as  healthy  as 
any  that  can  be  done.  No  immorality  of  any  kind  is  allowed.  Don't  think  children  under 
12  years  ought  to  work  regularly  in-diors,  and  especially  not  in  dust  or  steam.  Operatives 
should  always  have  access  to  good  libraries.  We  have  here  graded  schools  (for  both  races) 
of  the  very  highest  standard  and  good  libraries  in  each  free  to  scholars.  We  have  fourteen 
Sunday-schools  (white  and  colored)  in  Winston-Salem  and  most  of  them  have  libraries.  All 
of  which  are  free  to  all  who  attend. 

During  the  winter  months  we  work  about  ten  hands,  eight  hours  per  day,  and  as  spring 
opens  we  increase  to  125  hands,  11^  hours  per  day,  during  June,  July  and  August.  Bar- 
rooms and  illiteracy  are  the  working  man's  greatest  enemies.  Without  some  compulsion  or 
awakening  on  the  subject  it  will  be  a  long  while  before  our  laboring  people  will  fully  appreci- 
ate the  value  of  the  education  which  our  Twin  Cities  offer  free  to  everyone.  *       *         *

Remarks. — The  factory  is  suspended  on  account  of  capital  being  insufficient.  What  little 
experience  I  have  in  the  manufacturing  business  would  suggest  the  following:  First,  subject 
employees  to  a  strict  discipline,  kindly  administered;  second,  have  them  to  respect  you,  and 
eciprocate  that  respect;  third,  employ  them  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  they  shall 
not  drink  whisky,  gamble,  swear,  nor  engage  in  anything  degrading  in  its  nature,  under 
penalty  of  being  discharged;  fourth,  pay  liberal  wages,  pay  promptly  and  require  good,  honest 
work.  I  do  not  think  working  in  a  tobacco  factory  is  deleterious  to  health  of  children  if 
properly  ventilated.  Education  will  naturally  be  neglected,  as  their  time  is  taken  up  in  labor. 
Morals  will  be  good  if  above  rules  are  complied  with.  They  may  be  employed  at  any  age 
that  they  are  profitable  without  injury  to  health  or  muscular  development,  if  factory  be  well 
ventilated;  this  is  important. 

I  believe  a  good  library,  suitable  to  the  wants  of  the  operatives,  would  be  highly  beneficial 
in  their  mental  improvement,  and  in  making  them  better  satisfied  with  their  place  of  labor. 

The  hours  for  labor  should  not  be  too  long  and  you  will  get  better  work  during  those  hours. 
Show  that  you  feel  an  interest  in- them  and  they  will  take  interest  in  you.  Human  nature  is 
the  same  in  the  operative  that  it  is  in  the  factory  owner  or  capitalist,  when  the  operative  feels 
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you  are  trying  to  grind  more  out  of  him  than  is  just  for  his  labor,  the  same  feeling  is  pro- 
duced in  him  that  is  produced  in  the  capitalist  when  he  thinks  the  employee  does  not  well 
earn  his  wages.  Pay  good  wages,  demand  good  work,  treat  operatives  like  they  were  human 
beings,  show  that  you  feel  an  interest  in  them  and  there  will  never  be  any  trouble  between 
labor  and  capital.  *       *       *

Labor  and  capital 
ought  to  be  twin  brothers.  As  it  is,  capital  gets  the  lion's  share  which  makes  the  rich  richer 
and  the  poor  poorer.

The  better  I  treat  them 
the  more  they  try  to  impose  on  me.  When  they  come  into  the  factory  at  sun-up  and  work 
until  sun-down  they  do  better  work  and  grumble  less  than  they  do  if  you  work  them  only  a 
part  of  a  day.  I  think  it  a  big  mistake  to  pay  for  a  day's  work  and  only  get  two-thirds  of  it, 
as  the  hands  get  out  together  and  plot  and  plan  how  to  swindle  their  employers  out  of  even 
the  two-thirds.  Give  me  the  old-time  way  of  working  a  day  for  a  day's  wages,  and  I  will 
show  you  better  results  with  both  employer  and  employed.  *     *     *

Re?narks. — There  is  very  little  employers  can  do  in  the  way  of  bettering  the  condition 
morally  or  financially  of  the  colored  laboring  classes,  as  they  are,  generally  speaking,  sus- 
picious of  everyone  except  political  demagogues.  There  are  constitutions  that  cannot  stand 
a  factory  life.  Confinement  and  the  fumes  of  tobacco  are  the  main  objection  to  some,  while 
it  is  no  objection  to  the  great  majority.  Young  children  should  not  be  allowed  in  the  fac. 
tories,  as  they  are  sure  then  not  to  take  advantage  of  the  public  school  facilities,  which,  if  at 
all,  they  must  do  while  young.  A  well-regulated  library  opened  for  their  use  after  work 
hours  might  be  of  great  advantage  if  they  could  be  induced  to  use  it,  under  very  strict  rules 
or  laws,  enforced  by  some  good,  reliable  and  respectable  person;  otherwise  it  would  tend  to 
immorality  and  demoralization,  and  both  labor  and  capital  would  suffer.  There  are  many 
safeguards  that  can  be  thrown  around  white  laborers,  particularly  women,  girls  and  children, 
which  cannot  be  used  in  the  case  of  colored,  and  that  is  the  class  we  have  to  do  with  here. 
It  is,  therefore,  most  difficult  to  make  suggestions  for  their  benefit,  as  all  would  most  likely 
prove  impracticable  in  their  application.  During  the  hours  for  work  we  allow  no  talking, 
but  they  can  sing  to  their  hearts'  content,  which  they  proceed  to  do  with  a  will.

While  there  are 
exceptions,  yet  as  a  rule,  they  dissipate  and  throw  away  a  large  per  cent,  of  their  earnings 
when  off  duty.  The  average  negro  saves  as  much  during  a  month  earning  $15  as  he  would 
earning  $30.     They  spend  all  they  get,  little  or  much. 

Children  are  kept  out  of  much  mischief  when  employed  in  factories,  and  generally  like 
their  work  and  are  fairly  remunerated  for  services  rendered.  Nearly  every  department  in 
factories  is  now  Teduced  to  "  piece-work."  If  an  employee  is  dutiful  the  price  paid  is  good; 
if  slothful  his  earnings  will  be  in  proportion.  This  is  done  largely  to  avoid  unpleasant  deal- 
ings to  make  them  dutiful.  Libraries,  etc.,  are  of  little  benefit  to  our  class  of  employees, 
as  they  want  out-door  recreation  when  off  duty.  #       *      *

Though  there  is  perhaps  no  lighter  work  for  them, 
and  certainly  none  at  which  very  small  children  can  earn  something  more  easily  than  that  of 
stemming  tobacco.  I  am  unqualifiedly  in  favor  of  libraries  for  operatives,  and  know  of  no 
more  commendable  and  humane  undertaking.  Ready  access  to  appropriate  reading  matter  is 
a  boon  to  the  working  man  not  possible  of  overestimation,  and  he  who  expends  his  money 
in  this  direction  is  a  true  humanitarian. 

Too  great  vigilance  cannot  be  exercised  in  the  matter  of  seeing  that  children  of  immature 
age  are  not  subjected  to  such  employment  or  labor  as  could  possibly  over-tax  and  stunt  their 
powers.     Compulsory  education  is  the  greatest  need  for  the  betterment  of  the  laboring  class.

I  think  that  children 
could  work  in  tobacco  factories  as  young  as  at  any  other  avocation,  but  should  not  be  con" 
fined  too  long.  I  think  that  men  will  do  more  work  in  ten  hours  than  to  pretend  to  work  the 
old  way,  from  sun  to  sun,  as  the  manufacturing  of  tobacco  is  confining,  and  laborers  get  worn 
out  and  sluggish  if  worked  more  than  five  hours  at  a  time.

Chapter  III. 

TABLE,  STATEMENTS  AND    LETTERS    FROM  GENERAL 
MANUFACTURERS. 

This  chapter  is  made  up  of  reports  from  general  manufacturers,  such 
as  saw-mill  men,  manufacturers  of  sash,  blinds  and  doors,  manufac- 
turers of  wagons,  buggies,  carriages,  carts,  plows,  etc.;  harness-makers, 
saddlers,  etc.  The  questions  asked  were  such  as  to  apply  to  any  one 
of  the  many  kinds  of  manufactories  scattered  over  the  State,  with 
mines,  fisheries  and  other  industries.  The  character  of  the  subject- 
matter  of  this  chapter  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  copy  of 
Circular  No.  3,  with  the  inquiries  therein  : 

Office  Bureau  Labor  Statistics, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  August  22,  1890. 

GENTLEMEN  :  The  statute  under  which  this  Bureau  was  established, 
Chapter  113,  Laws  of  1887,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  "  to  collect  information  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its 
relation  to  capital,  the  hours  of  labor,  the  earnings  of  laboring  men  and 
women,  their  educational,  moral  and  financial  condition,  and  the  best 
means  of  promoting  their  material,  social  and  moral  prosperity."  I 
have  endeavored,  in  this  circular  letter  to  you,  as  well  as  to  the  pro- 
prietors and  managers  of  all  other  industries,  to  ask  such  questions  as 
will  bring  out  facts  for  information,  such  as  the  language  of  the  statute 
contemplates.  I  address  these  questions  to  you,  recognizing  the 
mutual  interest  of  capital  and  labor,  and  the  necessity  of  hearing  both 
sides  in  order  to  get  at  the  facts  and  true  status  of  the  relations  between 
capital  and  labor.  My  mission  is  peace,  with  no  desire  or  purpose  to 
set  the  two  by  the  ears,  but  with  earnest  desire  to  promote  peace, 
harmony  and  good  will  between  employers  and  employees.  These  are 
the  true  basis  of  real  and  lasting  prosperity  to  both.  I  come  with  this 
desire,  and  trust  you  will  meet  me  in  the  same  spirit.  I,  therefore, 
request  you  to  send  me,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  this  sheet  in  the 
enclosed  prepaid  envelope,  with  the  questions  answered  as  carefully 
and  correctly  as  possible.  By  so  doing  you  will  do  me  a  personal  and 
official  favor  and  confer  a  benefit  upon  the  State,  whose  servant  I  am. 
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Were  the  means  at  my  command  sufficient,  I  would  gladly  call  in  per- 
son and  solicit  your  replies,  form  your  personal  acquaintance,  and  give 
any  verbal  explanations,  needed.  But  this  not  being  the  case,  I  am 
left  to  this  as  the  only  method  of  communication  with  you.  Your 
names  and  firm  shall  not  be  used  without  your  consent,  as  I  seek  not 
to  expose  individual  business,  but  to  tabulate  facts  without  reference 
to  individuals  or  firms. 

I  enclose  a  slip  for  names  of  some  of  your  employees  from  whom  I 
may  seek  information  under  the  statute  quoted.  Will  you  do  me  the 
favor  to  give  me  the  names  and  post-office  address  of  several  of  your 
most  intelligent,  unprejudiced  and  reliable  employees,  men  and 
women  ?  I  desire  to  present  facts  and  not  the  statements  of  narrow 
prejudice.  You  will  find  a  small  prepaid  envelope  for  the  purpose. 
Assuring  you  of  my  earnest  desire  to  serve  the  best  interest  of  all,  and 
to  promote  harmony  and  good  will  between  employers  and  employees,

— In  response  to  your  calls  I  beg  to  say,  I  am  not  an  employer,  but,  at  your 
request,  make  the  following  remarks:  I  believe  that  children  allowed  to  work  with  careless 
adults  is  very  injurious  to  their  character,  and  think,  when  it  can  be  so  arranged,  it  should 
not  be  done.  I  do  not  think  children  should  be  allowed  to  work  under  twelve  years  of  age, 
and,  in  no  case  (when  under  that  age),  more  than  six  months  in  the  year,  and  should  be  com- 
pelled to  attend  school  the  rest  of  the  year,  and  never  be  allowed  to  work  over  ten  hours 
(children  nor  adults)  per  day.  I  really  believe  children  should  have  thirty  minutes  in  the 
morning  and  thirty  minutes  in  the  evening  to  rest  and  play,  as  it  is  in  schools;  and  to  put  a 
child  to  work,  and  work  all  day,  is  certainly  very  injurious  to  covistitution.  I  believe  all 
superintendents  or  foremen  should  be  christians,  especially  where  children  are  employed.  I 
could  compromise  this  on  strict  morality.  This  generation  of  children  will  soon  be  the  men 
and  women  of  the  land,  and  I  do  not  think  enough  is  being  done  to  improve  the  moral  or 
spiritual  condition  of  the  youth.     I  pray  some  steps  may  soon  be  taken  and  pushed  forward

Chapter  IV. 

TABLE,  STATEMENTS  AND  LETTERS  FROM  EMPLOYEES 

IN  TOBACCO  FACTORIES,  MILLS.  TANNERIES, 

CARPENTRY,  BLACKSMITHING,  Etc. 

This  chapter  is  made  up  of  replies  from  various  classes  of  operatives 
in  manufacturing  establishments — except  cotton  and  woolen  mill  ope- 
ratives— mechanics,  general  laborers,  skilled  and  unskilled,  shoe- 
makers, harness-makers,  etc.,  etc.,  and  the  letters  and  suggestions  of 
these  operatives  to  the  Bureau  and  to  the  public,  in  answer  to  the  fol- 
lowing inquiries  sent  them  by  the  Bureau  in  Circular  No.  4. 

Most  of  the  utterances  of  these  laborers  are  mild,  conservative, 
moderate  in  tone,  and  give  evidence  of  the  peacable  disposition  and 
patriotic  purposes  of  this  class  of  our  citizens.  They  are  none  the  less 
candid  in  the  statement  of  their  views  about  right  and  wrong  in  the 
treatment  of  laborers,  and  their  wishes  as  to  remedies  for  evils,  and 
aids  in  building  up  character  and  self  respect  and  patriotism  among 
laborers  in  every  department  of  our  diversified  enterprises  and  indus- 
tries. 

The  following  is  the  Circular  and  list  of  inquiries: 

CIRCULAR  LETTER  TO  EMPLOYEES   IN  TOBACCO  FACTORIES,  MILLS,  TANNERIES, 
CARPENTRY,  BLACKSMITHING,  Etc.

DEAR  SIR:  The  law  establishing  this  Bureau,  chapter  113,  Laws  of 
18S7,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  "Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics  to 
collect  information  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its  relation  to  capital, 
the  hours  of  labor,  the  earnings  of  laboring  men  and  women,  their 
educational,  moral  and  financial  condition,  and  the  best  means  of  pro- 
moting their  mental,  material,  social  and  moral  prosperity." 

The  purpose  of  this  statute  is  to  gain  such  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tion of  labor  as  will  aid  in  finding  any  evils  that  may  exist,  the  causes 
of  their  existence,  and  the  proper  remedies  for  their  removal,  and  for 
building  up  a  healthy  system  of  labor,  and  advancing  as  far  as  possible 
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the  interests  of  laboring  men  and  women  and  their  families,  and  that 
the  interests  of  capital  may,  in  this  way,  be  best  advanced,  for  labor 
and  capital  are,  so  to  speak,  "twin  brothers."  Whatever  is  best  for 
the  one  is  also  best  for  the  other.  Their  interests  are  inseparable. 
They  must  advance  together  up  to  prosperity,  or  must  together  fall 
into  adversity. 

That  I  may  discharge  the  duty  put  upon  me  by  the  statute,  and  aid 
to  a  good  understanding  and  mutual  trust  between  capital  and  labor, 
and  to  correct  views  of  tire  proper  relations  between  the  two  interests, 
thus  serving  both  as  a  helper  and  not  as  a  hinderer,  I  address  this  cir- 
cular letter,  with  the  questions  attached,  to  laboring  men  and  women. 
(I  have  addressed  one,  with  proper  questions,  to  the  employers  of 
labor.) 

I  shall  be  grateful  for  replies  carefully  made  and  forwarded  to  this 
Bureau  in  the  enclosed  prepaid  envelope.  I  am  seeking  facts,  because 
facts  teach  lessons  found  in  nothing  else. 

I  seek  not  to  designate  particular  cases  of  private  business  and  make 
them  public  by  giving  names  of  individuals,  and  hence  shall  give  the 
results  of  replies  in  tabulations  without  names,  unless  permission  is 
given  me  by  the  correspondent  to  publish  the  name.  It  occurs  to  me 
there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  this. 

I  urge  correspondents  to  send  replies  to  this  Bureau  at  the  very  ear- 
liest day  possible,  so  that  I  mny  tabulate  and  report  to  the  next  Leg- 
islature, which  is  to  meet  in  January  next.

— The  condition  of  the  working  man  in  this  community  is  very  good,  yet  I  think 
it  might  be  improved  in  some  respects.  There  is  very  little  system  in  the  hours  of  working 
during  the  long  summer  days.  They  commence  work  at  5:45  A.  M.,  with  one  and  a  quarter 
hours  for  dinner,  and  stop  for  the  night  at  6.30  P.  M.  This  makes  the  working  period  eleven 
and  a  half  hours  per  day,  consequently  the  working  man  has  very  little  time  with  his  family 
except  Sunday..  During  the  winter  days,  which  are  short,  he  works  from  sunrise  to  sunset, 
with  three-quarters  of  an  hour  for  dinner,  and  in  this  way  he  is  supposed  to  make  ten  hours 
per  day  the  year  round.  But  very  often  he  has  no  work  during  the  winter,  and  in  that  case 
he  loses  what  he  has  been  working  for  during  the  long  summer  days,  when  he  worked  eleven 
and  a  half  hours  and  was  paid  for  only  ten.  If  he  has  no  work  during  the  winter  he  loses 
the  advantage  to  himself  of  the  short  days.  I  think  the  working  man  would  be  benefited  if 
the  ten-hour  system  was  adopted,  then  he  would  work  ten  hours  and  get  pay  for  ten  hours. 
During  the  winter  if  he  worked  only  eight  or  nine  hours  he  would  be  paid  for' that  time;  in 
that  way  it  would  be  fair  for  both  employer  and  employee.  That  would  give  him  that  much 
more  time  to  enjoy  his  home  and  family.  The  condition  of  the  houses  in  this  community  is 
very  good,  as  a  general  thing,  yet  in  some  cases  the  houses  might  be  made  more  roomy. 
Many  of  them  have  only  two  rooms,  where  two  more  could  be  added  without  increasing  the 
rent  to  a  very  great  extent.  But  I  think  a  man  can  get  a  comfortable  home  without  much

— This  question  of  harmony  on  just  and  equitable  terms  between  labor  and  capi- 
tal is,  to  my  mind,  a  very  complicated  matter,  and  one  very  difficult  to  solve  for  the  betterment 
of  the  laboring  masses.  In  order  to  secure  unto  them,  under  the  varied  circumstances  of  life, 
all  the  privileges  they  ought  to  enjoy,  the  duties  of  life  should  be  so  divided  as  to  time  that 
each  employee  —  and  more  especially  children  — could  devote  at  least  a  part  of  their  time  to 
the  study  of  good  literature  for  their  better  mental  and  moral  development,  as  well  as  physi- 
cal. Every  man  and  woman  should  be  allowed  the  necessary  time,  in  connection  with  labor, 
to  acquire  those  qualifications  needful  to  make  them  men  and  women  of  knowledge  and  use- 
fulness in  this  life,  as  well  as  a  physical  power  as  servants  of  capital.  Educated  labor  is 
more  profitable  in  the  main  than  uneducated.  Then,  for  the  benefit  of  youth  and  young 
children,  time  should  be  divided  into  three  equal  parts,  one  third  for  labor,  one  for  study,  and 
one  for  recreation.  What  can  our  children  be  but  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water 
without  a  fair  division  of  time  for  developing  their  better  and  higher  natural  faculties  ?  Let 
us  have  more  cultivated  minds  and  fewer  Master  Dollars,  and  we  will  have  better  times  in  all

Education,  not 
necessarily  higher  education,  but  such  as  men  need  in  mastering  a  trade  —  the  realization 
that  every  man's  condition  is  to  a  large  extent  as  he  himself  makes  it,  that  he  must  work  out 
his  own  social  as  well  as  religious  salvation.  Add  to  this  temperance  and  sobriety  and  homes 
will  be  brighter  and  more  attractive,  and  wives  and  children  happier. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  such  is  not  the  rule  among  workmen  at  this  place,  but  a  number  of

Now  the  average  workman 
cannot  make  more  than  a  moderate  living  in  the  rolling-room,  while  the  majority  of  rollers 
can  hardly  make  meat  and  bread,  the  working  season  being  short.  The  hands  working  in 
the  other  departments  make  as  follows:  Men  and  women  in  picking-room,  from  50  to  qoc. 
per  day,  according  to  the  amount  of  work  they  can  do;  men  in  prize-room,  from  70c.  to  $1.25 
per  day,  according  to  what  they  have  to  do;  job  hands,  or  men-of-all-work,  50  to  75c.  per 
day;  stemmers  in  rolling-room  (boys  and  girls),  from  20  to  40c.  per  day,  according  to  the 
amount  of  tobacco  they  stem;  women  and  large  boys,  40  to  65c.  per  day,  according  to  the 
amount  of  work  they  do.  Prices  paid  this  year  are  not  as  good  as  three  years  ago.  The 
last  three  years  the  manufacturers  have  not  paid  as  much  for  work  by  from  ten  to  twenty-five 
per  cent,  as  for  same  work  two  or  three  years  before,  because  hands  have  been  more  plentiful, 
or  the  demand  has  not  been  as  great  for  them.  A  very  large  per  cent,  of  factory  hands  for  the 
last  two  years  have  had  to  go  to  other  towns  for  employment.  Hours  of  work  per  day  are  from 
6:30  A.  m.  to  6:30  P.  M..  45  minutes  for  dinner,  making  eleven  and  a  quarter  hours  for  work.

Chapter  V. 

TABLE,  STATEMENTS  AND  LETTERS  FROM    FARMERS. 

This  chapter  is  made  up  of  agricultural  statistics,  wages  of  farm 
laborers,  etc.,  as  gathered  from  the  replies  of  farmers  to  Circular  No. 
5  and  the  inquiries  therein  made.  These  circulars  were  sent  to  farmers 
in  every  section  of  the  State  —  to  farmers  of  large  means  as  well  as 
to  farmers  of  small  means.  In  the  introduction  of  this  report  I  stated 
the  reasons  for  waiting  till  near  the  close  of  the  year  1890  for  arrang- 
ing the  material  and  closing  up  this  chapter  of  the  report.  That  was 
the  lateness  of  many  farmers  in  making  their  returns  to  the  Bureau. 
This  came  about  by  the  desire  of  the  farmers  to  give  facts  as  obtained 
by  measurements  and  weights  of  crops  rather  than  estimates  and 
guesses  of  their  products.  Some  of  these  are  coming  in  now,  and  are 
consequently  too  late  for  this  report. 

I  commend  the  careful  study  of  the  tables,  statements  and  letters  of 
this  chapter,  not  only  to  our  farmers,  but  to  all  classes  of  our  business 
men,  that  they  may  see,  even  in  this  year  of  great  crops,  the  condition 
of  agriculture  in  our  State  as  shown  by  this  chapter.  The  balance 
too  frequently  falls  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  account  for  the  farmer, 
especially  if  interest  on  his  capital  and  wages  for  himself  and  those  of 
his  family  who  worked  on  the  farm  be  taken  into  account,  as  I  have 
allowed  it  in  the  table  where  reported  by  the  farmer. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  Circular  No.  5  and  inquiries: 

CIRCULAR  LETTER  TO  FARMERS. 

Office  Bureau  Labor  Statistics, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  October  20,  1890. 

Dear  Sir:  I  desire  to  present  in  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  this 
Bureau  such  information  in  reference  to  the  condition  of  agriculture 
in  North  Carolina  as  is  sought  to  be  elicited  by  the  questions  con- 
tained in  this  circular. 

The  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics  are  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  North  Carolina  in  the  following  language:  "The  said 
Commissioner  shall  collect  information  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its

relation  to  capital,  the  hours  of  labor,  the  earnings  of  laboring  men 
and  women,  their  educational,  moral  and  financial  condition,  and  the 
best  means  of  promoting  their  mental,  material,  social  and  moral  pros- 
perity." 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  farmers, 
and  are,  themselves,  working  on  their  farms;  and  a  large  majority  of 
the  laborers  are  engaged  in  work  on  farms.  You  will  see,  therefore, 
that  this  Bureau  has  largely  to  do  with  farmers  and  farm  laborers.  If 
farmers  are  prosperous,  the  other  industries  of  the  State  will  prosper, 
for  agriculture  is  the  "bed-rock'.'  of  all  our  industries  and  trade. 

I  therefore  address  this  circular  to  the  farmers,  feeling  confident  of 
their  hearty  cooperation  and  sympathy  with  me  in  an  effort  to  get  at 
the  facts  in  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  agricultural  interests  of 
the  State.  I  am  a  farmer,  and  in  full  sympathy  with  the  farmers  and 
farm  laborers  in  their  efforts  to  better  their  condition.  If  anything  is 
wrong  with  our  interests,  let  us  find  it  out  and  take  such  steps  as  will 
remove  the  wrong  and  put  ourselves  on  the  road  to  an  independent 
prosperity.  Such  shall  be  one  of  the  purposes  of  this  Bureau,  and 
this  purpose  will  be  perseveririgly  followed  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
I  ask  your  generous  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  and 
believe  I  shall  have  it. 

I  am  now  making  up  the  report  for  this  year,  and  desire  to  get  the 
information  sought  at  your  earliest  convenience — at  least  by  Novem- 
ber 15.  The  data  I  am  seeking  is  in  regard  to  the  crop  now  being 
gathered,  and  while  it  is  not  all  harvested  or  sold,,  yet  its  amount  can 
be  very  nearly  approximated  in  every  instance. 

In  addition  to  answering  the  questions  of  the  circular,  any  remarks 
or  suggestions  you  may  feel  disposed  to  make  upon  the  condition  and 
prosperity  of  agriculture  in  your  vicinity  of  the  State  will  be  gratefully 
appreciated. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  Bureau  to  publish  statistics  in  regard 
to  the  business  of  individuals,  but,  from  the  returns  received,  to  col- 
late, tabulate  and  publish  information  of  a  general  nature  as  it  relates 
to  the  agricultural,  and  farming  classes. 

Thanking  you  in  advance  for  such  information  as  you  may  be  able 
to  give  me  in  reference  to  matters  suggested,  I  am,

Remarks. — We  are  on  the  west  side  of  the  Blue  Ridge  and  have  a  good  grain  country, 
hence  the  most  of  the  lands  are  kept  for  grazing  cattle,  horses  and  sheep,  which  are  mostly 
shipped  to,  the  valley  of  Virginia  (*.  <?.,  sheep  and  stock  cattle),  and  fat  cattle  to  the  Northern 
markets  (with  the  roughest  of  them  sent  South).  We  are  thirty  miles  from  a  railroad  and  are 
cut  off  from  any  market  for  vegetables,  and  it  is  only  in  a  home  market  that  we  can  sell  any 
surplus  grain  to  any  profit,  the  hauling  taking  all  profits  for  that  we  attempt  to  ship.  Our 
farmers  are  going  to  raising  sheep,  and  the  price  obtained  the  past  season  was  quite  remunera- 
tive. Our  lands  are  better  adapted  to  this  industry  than  any  other,  as  the  lands  of  the  county 
generally  are  steep,  or  rolling  and  heavy.  Stock  tramp  out  the  grasses  on  the  side-hills,  but  it 
is  generally  believed  that  we  can  improve  our  lands  with  sheep.  Our  people  haven't  got  the 
energy  and  industry  about  them  that  they  need,  but  I  am  proud  that  they  are  advancing  some 
in  this  particular.  It  seems  that  everything  we  have  to  buy  is  high,  and  what  we  sell  low — 
with  the  present  outlook  (the  new  tariff  bill)  to  become  worse  and  worse.  I  hope  you  will

The  remedy:  keep  the  water  on 
the  land  where  it  falls.  How  ?  By  subsoiling  very  deep  and  terracing  in  distances  apart  in 
proportion  to  the  descent  of  your  land.  Make  your  places  to  obstruct  the  water  perfectly 
level,  at  a  proper  distance  apart,  that  no  rain  will  ever  cause  them  to  overflow;  eight  feet 
wide  at  top,  gradually  descending  to  cegitre  and  ascending  from  centre  with  embankment 
below.  The  sediment  accumulating  from  above  will  soon  enrich  the  swag  for  the  water  that 
it  can  be  profitably  cultivated.  This  will  keep  all  your  fertilizer  on  the  land,  the  water  off 
the  bottom,  and  the  sand  out  of  the  streams.     Try  it.  *     *     *

Crops  in  this  vicinity 
are  very  good  this  year —  better  than  they  have  been  for  several  years — outside  of  the  wheat 
crop,  which  was  common.  We  have  a  railroad  running  through  Chatham,  about  two  miles 
from  this  place,  and  they  are  treating  the  community  very  coolly.  The  people  furnish  them 
wood  and  cross-ties  to  build  and  keep  up  the  road,  and  they  pay  the  poor  man  for  his  labor 
when  they  please  and  at  their  own  price.  We  are  getting  tired  of  such  treatment.  We  are

Another  evil  is  the  mortgage  system,  which  hampers  and  forces  farm  products  upon 
the  market  at  a  certain  time  in  the  fall  which  affects  the  prices  to  a  very  great  extent.  But 
the  greatest  evil  that  I  notice  is,  that  money  is  too  dear  and  scarce  all  the  year  except  a  few 
months  in  the  winter.

With  a  better  system  of  finance  than  we  have,  and 
with  the  push  and  energy  that  our  farmers  have,  they  would  certainly  overcome  all  their 
troubles  in  a  few  years.  But  there  will  have  to  be  changes  in  the  policy  of  our  National  Gov- 
ernment before  we  get  much  relief.  The  Farmers'  Alliance  is  doing  a  grand  work  on  this

It 
does  seem  we  might  rind  a  remedy  in  legislation  for  this  crying  evil.  The  great  body  of  our 
land  is  admirably  adapted  to  sheep  raising  and  wool-growing.  But  there  isn't  a  cabin  in  the 
county  but  has  all  the  way  from  one  to  six  worthless,  starved  dogs  about  the  door,  and  the 
sheep  farmer  has  really  no  security  against  them.

No.  2. 

I  am  a  farmer  in  a  small  way,  cultivate  a  "two-horse"  farm.  I  have  some  impressions 
and  notions  as  to  our  condition  as  farmers,  our  disadvantages  and  what  produces  them,  which 
I  will  give  you,  and  you  can  take  them  for  what  they  are  worth. 

That  most  of  our  farming  population  is  in  a  bad  condition  goes  without  dispute. 

In  the  first  place,  our  free  public  schools  are  far  from  what  they  ought  to  be.  We  have  only 
two  months'  terms  with  poor  teachers  on  poor  pay.  We  ought  to  increase  the  length  of  terms 
to  at  least  four  months  with  good  teachers.  To  do  this  every  needless  expense  ought  to  be 
cut  off  and  every  dollar  possible  applied  to  the  schools.  It  would  be  far  better  to  abolish 
them  altogether  than  to  keep  them  in  their  present  condition. 

In  the  second  place,  our  people  are  not  only  not  prosperous,  but  are  growing  poorer  as  the 
years  go  by.  Not  a  man  in  all  my  knowledge  is  making  a  dollar  to  lay  up  for  the  future  or 
to  enlarge  his  operations.  With  farmer  and  mechanic  it  is  a  pull  for  life.  Farm  laborers 
get  poor  wages,  because  the  farmer  owning  the  land  and  hiring  labor  is  not  in  condition  to 
pay  good  wages,  and  laborers  are,  for  the  same  reason,  not  regularly  employed,  but  are  stroll- 
ing over  the  country  a  large  part  of  the  time  looking  for  work.  Scarcely  any  progress  is 
made  on  farms,  and  for  these  reasons  the  negroes,  who  constitute  the  bulk  of  our  farm 
laborers,  are  being  driven,  from  necessity,  to  leave  the  State  in  large  numbers.  This  is  to 
our  hurt.  If  hands  could  be  employed  regularly  the  year  round  it  would  be  to  the  great 
advantage  of  farmers  and  laborers.  With  all  this,  I  think  there  are  not  so  many  mortgages 
given  now  as  for  the  past  few  years. 

WThat  is  to  become  of  the  country  under  these  conditions  I  cannot  imagine.  Farming  is 
the  great  "king-wheel"  which  moves  every  other  branch  of  business  when  it  moves  easily 
and  prosperously.  Without  success  and  prosperity  in  farming,  no  prosperity  can  come  to 
other  business  in  our  section  of  this  country. 

In  my  judgment  the  high  tariff,  with  its  offsprings,  trusts,  combines  and  monopolies  of 
every  sort,  is  ruining  us,  and  making  prosperity  and  contentment  among  farmers  and  farm 
laborers  impossible.  It  geems  to  me  that  we  cannot  survive  this  state  of  things  brought 
about  largely  by  these  evils,  which  are  made  possible  only  by  the  unwise  laws  of  our  govern- 
ment. We  are  working  only  for  a  very  scanty  supply  of  victuals  and  clothes.  Until  this 
state  of  things  is  changed  there  can  be  no  prosperity  for  us.

They  are  careless,  indolent,  thriftless  and  wasteful,  as  a  class.  There  are,  however,  some 
notable  exceptions,  but  they  don't  generally  remain  renters  very  long.  It  is  difficult  to  get 
many  of  them  to  save  what  they  make.  For  example,  they  will  cure  a  barn  of  tobacco  and 
for  want  of  proper  attention  let  it  run  red.  They  will  let  their  small  grain  lay  flat  on  the 
ground  when  it  is  blown  down,  instead  of  setting  it  up  again.  They  will  often  pull  down 
fodder,  let  it  cure,  and  then  allow  the  rain  to  ruin  it  when  they  could  have  saved  it.  Hired 
labor  is  more  profitable,  provided  the  paymaster  can  stay  with  his  hands  in  the  field.

One  barrel  of  rock  lime,  twelve  bushels  of  hard-wood 
ashes,  twelve  bushels  of  salt,  four  pounds  of  saltpetre,  and  four  pounds  of  other  potash, 
mixed  with  serf  or  muck,  makes  a  good  substitute  for  guano.  Dissolve  the  saltpetre  and 
potash  in  water,  pour  it  over  the  lime  and  salt  after  it  has  been  mixed,  then  mix  with  good 
dry  muck  or  serf,  or  the  like,  let  it  remain  in  a  pen  until  time  for  use.  This  makes  a  mixture
